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CHARGES FOR ICE SUPPLY 


Treasury Assitant Hillis Figures On In­ 
stallation of Plants—-Bonding 
Premiums Exhorbitant 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 28.— 
The new assistant of 
the 
treasury , 
C. D. HiHes, of New York, promises 
to be very much in the limelight if he 
adheres to his present intention of in­ 
jecting business methods into the op­ 
eration of his department. 
Hilles has been confronted with two 
serious problems since he took charge. 
One relates to the purchase of ice 
for the government and the other is 
the enormous increase in premiums on 
government bonds demanded by the 
bonding and surety companies of the 
United States. 
In the first instance, Hilles, who is 
chairman of the new Board of Awards 
recently appointed by President Taft, 
discovered what he believed to be an 
exorbitant price paid by the govern­ 
ment for 
ice. 
Upon 
investigation, 
supplemented by his previous know­ 
ledge on the subject, he figured that 
recent bids submitted to his 
board 
gave the ice company practically $7 
a ton, against 60 cents a ton which 
it would cost the government 
if 
it 
owned its own ice plant. 
He at once figured on the installa­ 
tion of 
plants. 
Congress 
has 
not 
authorized the move, and those who 
are familiar with the precedents say 
no such appropriation is likely to be 
made. 
Hilles is going forward with 
the hope that he may find some way 
to save the government millions of 
dollars a y ear, and he is not in the 
least daunted by the cry of paternal­ 
ism. 
His ideas are somewhat similar on | 
the bonding proposition. 
His course 
is not quite so clear, because 
there 
are more obstacles in the way , but he 
feelo that the government should be-; 
come its own bonded servants, who j 
are required now to pay from three > 
or more dollars a thousand dollars j 
for no better security than the gov-!

The aim 
of the state department is to secure 
for America a rightful share in the

The next step will depend on 
the way in which Japan chooses to ac­ 
cept it. 
If, it is resented it will con­ 
stitute another, complication in the al­ 
ready complex relations between the 
countries. 
If the Mikado prefers 
to 
look upon it as a beneficient move­ 
ment for encouraging 
the 
develop­ 
ment of China as a world market, it 
will, in a sense, combine to a greater 
extent the interests of the two 
na­ 
tions. 
In the meantime diplomatists 
and financiers are waiting and watch­ 
ing.

"A re A ll Men Created Eq u al?” was 
the question asked and answered by 
Rev. Dr. Charles Ed w ard Locke at the 
F irst Methodist Episcopal church of 
Los Angeles last 
evening. 
In 
the 
course of the address he said: 


“ If we put our question to this B i­ 
ble we receive an unequivocal reply. 


Pau l answers: ‘God hath made of one 
blood all nations of men.’ 
Christ an­ 
nounces H im self as our elder brother, 
and thus establishes the brotherhood 


of the race and the solidarity of hu­ 


man society. 


“ If we put our question to our fore­ 
fathers they answ er us in the words 
of the immortal Declaration of Inde­ 
pendence: ‘W e hold these truths to 


be self-evident, that all men are cre­ 
ated equal; 
that they are endowed 
b y their Creator w ith certain inalien­ 
able rights; that among these are life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness.’ 


“ Yet when we study society as it 
exists today we find great disparity 
and inequality among men, physically, 
m entally, financially; 
in opportunity, 
in inheritance and in 
environment. 
E v e ry man by creation has an equal 
m oral right w ith every other to all 
the joys of life, but some men have 
les sability to claim 
these 
rights 
than other men. 
H ence the scriptural 
injunction: ‘W e that are strong ought 


to bear the infirm ities of the weak.’ 
“ On the false assumption that every 
man has equal ability, as well as equal 
rights, ambitious men have gone self­ 
ishly In to the contest for success; and 
the result is that m any of the w eak­ 
er ones have been left behind and 
are now in poverty and vice and woé. 


“ God has created all men equal, but 
man has introduced enormous inequal­ 
ities. 
There Should be no castes or 
classes int society no more than in an 
individual fam ily. 
The grief of one 
person should be the sorrow of a ll; 
the shame of one person, the disgrace 
of all; the honor of one person, the 
just pride of all. 
It is the mission of 
Christ to establish these true condi­ 
tions and to correct 
the 
monstrous 


wrongs of society. 
And all of these 
evils w ill be corrected as ‘we that are 
strong’ 
accept 
the 
obligation 
and 


‘bear the infirm ities of the weak.’ 
“ If the equality for which God cre­ 
ated men shall be enjoyed by all, 
a 
correct ethical standard of unselfish­ 
ness must be adopted. Not ‘get money, 
honestly if thou canst, but get mon­ 
ey,’ but ‘each for all and all for each.’ 
Not 
competition, 
but 
co-operation. 
Selfishness is a m onster and soon for­ 
gets all others in the inordinate greed 


for gain. 
“ Man is not to be too highly hon­ 
ored if he has succeeded, 
nor 
too 
fiercely disparaged if he has failed. 
Gentleness and 
brotherly 
kindness 
w ill often find the success or failure 
in influences which come little under 
the control of the individual. 
Success 
is just as often an accident as failure 
is frequent. 
And it must ever be re­ 
membered that great men are alw ays 
the resultants, or 
culminations 
of 


many obscure men, who 
have 
laid 
foundations 
and 
made 
conspicuous 
achievements 
possible. 
The 
w eak 


things of one generation are often the 


giants of the next. 
“ Again, there must be some lim it to 
the right of the individual to luxuries. 
It is evident that extreme indulgence 
in luxuries does not add to the sum- 
total of happiness.
